Panel reports 
widespread bullying 
of Alberta doctors 


O Alberta Health Services set up a 1-800 hotline number 
three weeks ago for staff and physicians to call with concerns 


Bureaucratic mismanagement 
and bullying of doctors have 
knocked Alberta’s health system 
off the rails and brought much 
patient suffering, a government 
panel reported Wednesday 

Dr. John Cowell told a news con¬ 
ference that five years after the 
province was told how to fix the 
core issue — poor management 
of hospital beds — the problem 
remains. 

“Wait times in Alberta urban 
(emergency departments) are still 
far too long,” said Cowell. 

“Patients waiting for a hospital 
bed is the single most important 
factor contributing to (emergency 
department) crowding. Sadly this 
was found in 2007, this has been 
known for a very long time. What 
needs to happen is: solve this prob¬ 
lem. Manage the beds you’ve got 
in a far more strategic and tactical 
manner.” 

Cowell made the comments 


after releasing the results and rec¬ 
ommendations of a study ordered 
up 10 months ago by former pre¬ 
mier Ed Stelmach to investigate 
allegations of avoidable patient 
deaths, cover-ups and bullying of 
doctors in the system. 

Premier Alison Bedford has 
since promised that an inde¬ 
pendent public inquiry will fol¬ 
low with its mandate shaped 
around the Health Quality Coun¬ 
cil findings. 

Cowell’s team said they found 
widespread bullying of doctors 
who spoke out on substandard 
patient care. The backlash ranged 
from doctors being ignored to 
some losing their hospital privi¬ 
leges. 

Cowell said the result has been 
doctors either leaving or contin¬ 
uing to work but as cynical clock- 
punchers no longer willing to 
fight for a system they felt was 
unfixable. the Canadian press 


I Call for an inquiry

Korchinski, an Edmon¬ 
tonian and parent of two 
young children, has a con¬ 
dition that prevents blood 
fiow from her liver. 

“My doctors have told 
me that the people at the 
top of the transplant list 
are the most sick so if 1 get 
to that point, 1 won’t be 
able to be a parent to my 
children,” she said. “With 
more transplantable or¬ 
gans available the situation 
might be different for me 
and for others in my situa¬ 
tion.” 

With the help of Cal- 
gary-Foothills MLA Len 
Webber, Korchinski said 
she hopes the province will 
move forward with an or¬ 


gan and tissue registry, 
which could potentially 
lead to more viable organs 
being transplanted. 

Currently, Webber said 
the only method to indi¬ 
cate consent of organ dona¬ 
tion is by checking a small 
box on the back of one’s Al¬ 
berta Health Care card. 

“It’s just shocking,” he 
said. “Over the past five 
years here in Alberta, 214 
people have died just wait¬ 
ing for organ transplants 
... It’s just not right.” 

Webber is pushing his 
provincial colleagues to 
create a system where Al¬ 
bertans can indicate if 
they’d like to be an organ 
donor on their medical 
records. 

With the shift towards 
electronic medical records, 
Webber said the process 
would be simple and cost- 
effective. 

“The sooner the better. 
People are waiting for or¬ 
gans,” said Webber. “Losing 
one person is unaccept¬ 
able.”

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Mubarak’s fate to be decided in June

An Egyptian judge on 
Wednesday set June 2 as 
the date for the verdict 
and sentencing in the trial 
of ousted president Hosni 
Mubarak, which could put 
the man who spent nearly 
30 years as one of the 
Arab world’s key strong¬ 
men on death row. 

Mubarak is accused of 
complicity in the killing 
of protesters during the 
18-day popular uprising 
that pushed him from 
power in February of last 
year. More than 800 peo¬ 
ple were killed during the 
uprising, many of them 
demonstrators shot dead 
by security forces. 

A guilty verdict would 
make Mubarak the first 
leader ousted during the 
Arab Spring uprisings to 
face legal punishment by 
his own people. 

A ruling of not guilty — 
a distinct possibility — 
could set off a new round 
of unrest. 

Egyptians have closely 
followed the seven- 
month-long case, and 


many accuse the council 
of ruling army generals 
who took power when 
Mubarak stepped down of 
dragging out the proceed¬ 
ings. 

Critics of the military’s 
handling of the transition 
to democracy say the tri¬ 
al’s pace reflects a wider 


lack of justice for those 
killed in the uprising. 
Egyptian courts have so 
far not punished any po¬ 
lice officers for the pro¬ 
tester deaths. 

Others have criticized 
the prosecution, saying it 
has failed to present 
strong enough evidence 


to support a murder 
charge. 

Judge Ahmed Rifat an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday 
the date of the final hear¬ 
ing, in which Mubarak 
will receive both his ver¬ 
dict and sentence, saying 
it would be open to media 
coverage. Most media 
have been barred from 
the majority of the hear¬ 
ings since the trial’s start. 

The prosecution is call¬ 
ing for the death penalty 
for Mubarak and five oth¬ 
ers, which would be by 
hanging. 

Mubarak has rarely spo¬ 
ken during the trial, and 
on Wednesday turned 
down his last chance to 
address the court during 
the defence’s final argu¬ 
ments. 

“1 have no comment,” 
Mubarak told the judge 
Wednesday, adding that 
what his lawyer said was 
enough.

Clashes between Afghan 
troops and protesters an- 
giy over the burning of 
Muslim holy books at a 
U.S. military base left at 
least seven people dead 
and dozens wounded 
Wednesday as anger 
spread, despite U.S. apolo¬ 
gies over what it said was 
a mistake. 

The demonstrations 
across four eastern 
provinces illustrated the 
intensity of Afghans’ 
anger at what they saw as 
foreign forces flouting 
their laws and insulting 
their culture. 

The violence was also a 
reminder of how easily 
Afghan-U.S. relations can 
deteriorate, as the two 
countries work to forge a 
long-term partnership 
ahead of the withdrawal 
of foreign forces in 2014. 

The unrest started Tues¬ 
day when Afghan workers 
at the main American mil¬ 
itary base, Bagram Air 
Field, saw soldiers dump¬ 
ing books in a pit where 
garbage is burned and no¬ 
ticed Qur’ans and other 
religious material among 
the trash.

The clock is ticking down 
toward a decision on 
whether Ronald Smith 
lives or dies. 

The only Canadian on 
death row in the United 
States is expressing regret 
and sadness for the crimes 
he committed and the situ¬ 
ation he finds himself in. 

But Smith is also angry 
at the Canadian govern¬ 
ment for its “tepid” sup¬ 
port of his clemency bid — 
support that came only af¬ 
ter Federal Court forced it 
to act on his behalf 

“Am I that horrible a 
person that you have to be 


forced to act like a human 
being?” Smith said at Mon¬ 
tana State Prison — his 
home for the last 30 years. 

Smith, from Red Deer, 
Alta., has been on death 
row since 1982. 

A drug-addicted drifter 
back then. Smith and an 
accomplice, both high on 
LSD and booze, marched 
two men into the woods 
near East Glacier, Mont., 
and shot them in the head. 

Smith said he shot the 
men just to know how it 
felt to take a life and be¬ 
cause he wanted to steal 
their car. 


Smith asked for and re¬ 
ceived a death sentence, 
but later changed his 
mind. 

His legal avenues of ap¬ 
peal have all run out and 
the Montana Board of Par¬ 
dons and Parole has sched¬ 


uled a hearing in May after 
which it will make a rec¬ 
ommendation on whether 
he should be spared. 

The final decision will 
fall to Montana Gov. Brian 
Schweitzer.

49 passengers killed in 
Argentina train wreck

The first two cars were 
packed as usual for the 
morning rush, so tightly 
that people stood between 
bicycles and the few seats. 

This train didn’t lurch, 
though.

The train didn’t come to 
a halt until it had slammed 
into a metal barrier at 
Buenos Aires’ Once station.

There was no clear win¬

Super Tuesday on March 6. 

Mitt Romney was look¬ 
ing to wrest back his 
front-runner status from 
Rick Santorum, the latest 
candidate to sit atop the 
polls. 

Santorum, indeed, was 
on the hot seat in Mesa, 
Ariz., often appearing 
peeved as he fended off at¬ 
tacks from Romney and 
Ron Paul, in particular. 
The former Massachusetts 
governor and the libertari¬ 
an congressman have re¬ 
portedly formed a 
behind-the-scenes alliance 
to go easy on one another 
in the debates and be¬ 
yond. 

“Because he’s a fake,” 
Paul answered cheerfully 
when asked by the de¬ 
bate’s moderator, CNN’s 
John King, why his cam¬ 
paign released an ad in 
Michigan this week call¬ 


ing Santorum a fake con¬ 
servative. 

Paul assailed Santorum, 
a former Pennsylvania 
senator, for portraying 
himself as a fiscal conser¬ 
vative when he voted to 
raise the debt ceiling five 
times when in Congress. 
He also repeatedly ma¬ 
ligned Santorum for vot¬ 
ing in favour of a federal 
education bill that he has 
since decried, accusing 
him of “losing credibility.”

► On the campaign trail San- 
torum has come out 
against pre-natal testing, 
saying it leads to 
abortions. 

He’s also on the record in 
2008 as saying birth 
control poses a threat to 
the nation, that sex is only 
meant for the purpose of 
procreation and that “Sa¬ 
tan has his sights on the 
United States of America ” 


► Meanwhile, Romney 
recently attacked the Oba¬ 
ma administration saying it 
has “fought against 
religion” and sought to 
substitute a “secular” agen¬ 
da for one grounded in 
faith. 

► Religious liberty has been 
a popular topic lately 
because of the Obama ad¬ 
ministration's mandate 
that insurance companies 
provide free birth control 
to women.

He has never worked out¬ 
side the home or seen a 
doctor, and until Wednes¬ 
day, he had never left his 
remote mountain village 
in western Nepal. So 72- 
year-old Chandra Ba¬ 
hadur Dangi only 
recently learned he might 
be the world’s shortest 
man. 

Dangi says he’s only 56 
centimetres tall — about 
the size of a toddler — 
and he’s hoping to claim 
the title. Guinness World 
Records said in an email 
Wednesday that its offi¬ 
cials would arrive in 
Nepal’s capital Sunday to 
measure Dangi. 

Dangi took his first 
trip outside his village 
and his first trip on a

plane to reach Kathman¬ 
du on Wednesday. 

Dangi, who has never 
been married, lives with 
his eldest brother and his 
family in Rhimkholi vil¬ 
lage, about 400 kilome¬ 
tres west of Kathmandu. 
Because of his height, he 
has never worked outside 
the house, doing only 
household chores. His 


five brothers are of aver¬ 
age size. 

His family is not sure 
when he stopped grow¬ 
ing, and Dangi said he 
has never been checked 
by a medical doctor. He 
attended a few classes in 
the village school, but 
soon dropped out. 

Dangi eats mainly rice 
and vegetables, and occa¬ 
sionally meat, but in 
small portions. 

Since the village is so 
remote, it was only re¬ 
cently that Dangi gained 
notice. A forest contrac¬ 
tor cutting timber in the 
village met him and in¬ 
formed local media after 
Dangi’s height was meas¬ 
ured.

Greek recovery doubts remain after bailout 


Greece on Wednesday in¬ 
sisted a new 130-billion- 
euro bailout deal will 
“bind” it to the euro, but 
again lowered expectations 
of recovery as it faced skep¬ 
tical world markets, contin¬ 
ued protests and another 
downgrade of its debt deep¬ 
er into junk status. 

As the government 
scrambled to push new aus¬ 
terity measures. Finance 
Minister Evangelos Venize- 
los said the new rescue 


package approved by euro¬ 
zone countries would 
shield Greece from default. 

“The agreement is of his¬ 
toric importance, because it 
binds Greece to the euro,” 
Venizelos told private Mega 
television. 

“It was not only the ap¬ 
proval of the 130 billion eu¬ 
ros in additional support 
for Greece. But this also 
comes with a European 
commitment ... of support 
for as long as is necessaiy 



for Greece to return to the 
markets.” 

Earlier, around 6,000 
protesters chanting “EU 
out, IMF out!” marched 
through central Athens in a 
peaceful rally against the 
new austerity measures. 

Eurozone countries on 
Tuesday approved the new 
bailout deal, as well as a 107 
billion euro debt write¬ 
down by banks and other 
private holders of Greek

Q. I am a

DIY IDEAS 


W ainscotting is the 
perfect winter DIY 
project and not 
only because the panels 
were historically used to in¬ 
sulate rooms from the cold 
— the ornate panelling 
adds a decorative element 
to any room of the house. 

Here’s some wainscot¬ 
ting tips from Renovation 
Realities, which airs on DIY 
Network Canada week 
nights at 7:30 p.m.

Prepare 

Wainscotting refers to a 
wall panelling style applied 
to the lower three to five 
feet of an interior wall. 

This decorative look can 
be achieved with hardwood 
pl 3 Avood, vertical stiles and 
a horizontal rail, all of

which can be found at 
home centres. 

Cove moulding is a con¬ 
cave-profile moulding and 
can be used to add a more 
detailed look to the top rail 
and vertical stiles. 

Another less expensive 
option is headboard, which 
already includes delicate, 
vertical grooves — “beads” 
— milled into the wood. 

Beadboard can be used 


as stand-alone wall pan¬ 
elling or be surrounded by 
stiles and a rail as part of 
the wainscotting installa¬ 
tion. 

Plan your layout 

If you plan on painting the 
panels, prime the pl 3 ^ood 
before installation. 

Remove existing base¬ 
boards and electrical outlet 
covers from the wall. Use 


an electronic stud finder to 
locate and mark the posi¬ 
tion of any wall studs. 

Measure the desired 
height of the wainscot and 
use a laser level to extend 
this line across the walls; 
Hghtly mark as it will be¬ 
come the top of the pan¬ 
elling and upper rail. 

A few installation tips 

Starting from a comer, be¬ 


gin installing the pl 3 ^ood 
sheets along the wall, meas¬ 
uring the last section to fit 
against the adjacent comer. 

Secure the sheets by nail¬ 
ing them to the wall studs. 
Install the horizontal top 
rail directly atop the ply¬ 
wood sheets by nailing 
through the pl 5 ^ood and 
into the wall studs. Next, in¬ 
stall the vertical stiles, 
equally spaced, again be¬ 
ginning from the comer. 

Finally, re-attach the 


baseboard and electrical 
outlet covers. Apply cove 
moulding if desired. 

Finishing touches 

Sand the wood surfaces and 
fill any holes with wood 
putty. You can apply a wood 
stain or paint the panelling 
to finish the look. Enjoy the 
old-world charm of your 
brand new wainscoting!
